Ho said that all gun clubs in tho area had boon chsckod, and thoro was no record 
of Oswald having used then for praotico purposes® Ho naid that it is necessary 
for all persons visiting 1'cid.co for hunting purposes to register firoams with 
tho local Consul,, and tliat there is no record of a gun or riflo made with reference 
to Oswald* o tourist pemito 

Hr® Allcor stated that Hiss Ilarilyn Hui-rott had also boon questioned by PHI Agents, 
and that eh© alleged that she had not soon Oswald at any tine during her travels 
outaido tho United States® Ho stated that thoro is nothing to indieato ‘that Hiss 
Kurrott is a Connunint® 



Ilr® Alkcr also stated that sinco ths tlurrotts dor.ied having soon a riflo in tho 
possession of Oswald when ho ms in thoir homo fox' a few days tho latter part of 
April cr first part of Hay, 1963, and sinco ho reportedly had only two suitcases
